Canada Progresses 


HEN the Dominion of Canada, some months ago, 
dropped the tariff bars against the importation of 
American-built motor vehicles, predictions of disaster were 
freely made by the whole manufacturing industry of 


our northern neighbor. Results do not appear to have justi- 
fied these evil prophecies. During the first ten months of 
1926 the Canadian industry produced 187,536 motor vehicles, 
which compares with 142,567 built during the same period 
in 1925. This is a gain of 31 per cent., which is a consider- 
ably higher rate of increase than was registered in the 
United States. 

In analyzing the production figures, the correspondent 
ef the Automotive Daily News finds a number of exceedingly 
interesting and significant tendencies. For instance, the 
exportation of cars from Canada did not increase as the pro- 
duction increased. The figures give 60,000 vehicles exported, 
@s against 58,000 in the same period of 1925. Also imports 
of motor vehicles more than doubled over the record for 
the first ten months of 1925. 

All this means, of course, that the Canadian domestic 


market is absorbing more and more motor vehicles. This 
is an extremely happy condition, because the one great need 
of Canada today is for more and better transportation. It 
was to fill this need that the Dominion government dropped 
the bars against importation. The results appear to be 
justifying the officials in their action.

We believe the correct policy of 
a manufacturer should be on all 
models, except sport models, to sell 
them equipped with all features 
that modern practice makes es- 
sential with the particular type of 
car sold. A spare tire is not con- 
sidered essential as is proved by 
the fact that many owners operate 
their cars without a spare on the 
rear. The rim for carrying that 
spare is, however, an essential, be- 
cause the manufacturer must pro- 
vide means for carrying a spare if 
the owner wishes to carry one. 

In general, we believe it a mis- 
take for manufacturers te-compecis ; 
With Sne-—another in seeing how 
many nonessential accessories can 
be loaded onto a car, because such 
overload increases the cost and list 
price of the car and deprives the 
dealer of a legitimate opportunity 
to make a side profit at the time of 
selling the car. 

We believe that every dealer 
should, as a standard practice, en- 
deavor to sell every owner those 
accessories and extras that the av- 
erage owner buys during the first 
year, such as spare tire, tube, bum- 
pers, stop signal and, in many 
states, a spotlight. 

We believe these should be sold 
with the new car because they can 
then be included in the time pur- 
chase agreement. Some _ dealers 
find themselves at.a disadvantage 
in selling tires because of the com- 
petition of cut-rate tire dealers 
This competition, however, does 
not affect their ability to sell one 
spare tire with a brand new car at 
regular prices. 

We believe that Star car dealers 
should be able to sell some $30 to 
$50 worth of extras and accessories 
with every new car sold, and we 
think they are overlooking an im- 
portant source of profit is they fail 
to do this.
